One of the most romantic storie« 
of a white child being captur®d 
by Indians is that concerning Ole 
T. Nystel. The capture happened 
within less than 60 miles of the 
town of Comanche, young Nystel 
being taken by the Redmen at 
the age of 14 in 1867 near Cran- 
fills Gap in Bosque County. The 
Nystel family migrated from Nor­ 
way and were well known by the 
Rea and Hoff families who later 
settled in Comanche County. 
The story, in part, as told in a 
book entitled, “Lost and Found,’* 
follows: 
When 14 years old. a neighbor 
Carl Quested, stopped at his fa th ­ 
er’s home enroutc to a cedar 
break to chop and haul poles. He 
wanted Ole’s assistance, which w at 
readily granted. The breaks were 
five miles from the Nystel home, 
among hills and mountains, sur­ 
rounded by dense cedar.
